This agreement made and entered into this day of , 2010, 

is by and between the CITY OF BUFFALO ("CITY"), a municipal corporation 
organized under the laws of the State of New York with its principal office at 65 Niagara 
Square, Buffalo, New York, 14202, through its DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES ("HUMAN RESOURCES"), a municipal subdivision, and TRAVERS 
COLLINS AND COMPANY ("CONTRACTOR"), a corporation with offices located at 
726 Exchange Street, Suite 500, Buffalo, New York, 14210.

WHEREAS, the CONTACTOR is well-qualified and experienced in developing 
a marketing communications campaign for the recruitment of applicants for the entry- 
level Police Officer examination scheduled to be administered in April 201 1, the date of 
which is determined and may be amended by HUMAN RESOURCES; and 

WHEREAS, the CONTRACTOR shall furnish expert professional services to the 
CITY and HUMAN RESOURCES, which are temporary in character and not otherwise 
available to the CITY and HUMAN RESOURCES; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS MUTUALLY AGREED AS FOLLOWS:

B Media training for Police Department personnel (who would appear on 
local broadcasts such as AM Buffalo and/or Public Access television) 



3. The campaign developed by the Contractor will be designed to encourage 
participation of women and minority candidates with a concentration on 
African American, Hispanic, and female demographics. There must be an 
emphasis on recruiting in the City's minority communities. Recruitment and 
Ambassador Team outreach efforts will include, but not be limited to, 
attendance at church services, faith-based events, local businesses, community 
centers, and all major special events in the African-American and Hispanic 
communities. 

4. FINAL RECRUITING REPORT: Report to be furnished at end of

II. PAYMENT

Project Management - $9,000 

This fee Includes client planning meetings including development of the creative 
concept for billboards and all collateral. 

Also, the planning and execution of a press event announcing the test date. TCC will 
write the media alert, press release, key messages and speeches. The time also 
includes follow-up with media. 

Included Is the project management time needed to execute the creative materials 
including billboards, advertising, posters, flyer inserts and the exam booklet, 

TCC will also reach out to community leaders and identify opportunities for the 
Ambassador team to speak about the exam to our key demographic groups.

This 
additional content about the Police Officer Exam and requirements to qualify will 
provide potential recruits with information they need to apply. Google analytics are 
currently in place on the BPDNY.org site which will allow the department to review 
where website visitors are coming from and begin to leverage those online platforms. 
Analytics will also allow a website to see what pages are viewed most often which 
allows the Buffalo Police to better target site visitors. 

Search Engine Marketing 

Search Engine Marketing (SEM) Is a form of Internet marketing that increases the 
visibility of a web site in search engine listings. The simplest way to define SEM Is 
the practice of buying search listings through sites like Google, Yahoo and Bing. The 
most popular version of SEM is Google's AdWords. 

Paid search is the process of tying text ads to targeted keywords within a search 
engine. This form of online advertising has gained tremendous popularity over the 
past few years because it is highly effective, targeted and measurable. 

Paid search is based on a CPC (cost-per-click) model meaning you only pay for users 
who actually click on your ad, even though you still receive impressions at no added 
cost. These campaigns use geo-targeting (focus on Erie County and the five 
surrounding counties) and demographic site selection to target audiences effectively. 
SEM campaigns are monitored and adjusted on a daily or weekly basis to ensure 
keyword and phrase accuracy. 

Banner Advertising 

Banner ads or text ads embedded on websites are another highly targeted form of 
internet marketing. By selecting sites that have a high concentration of the target 
market you are able to reach your customers where they are spending time. Banner 



or text ads can also be used to maximize exposure throughout the Google Content 
Network (a network of websites that reach 80% of global internet users). This will 
allow mass placement on any web site mentioning a list of specific keywords that you 
select. For a banner ad to be effective, the message must be sensitive to the 
customer's wants and needs. The key is to find a relevant message so the customer 
is unlikely to ignore the placement and maximizing the impact of the message, 
Position can also be critical when placing a banner ad on any site. Banners placed 
above the fold, centered at the top of the page or skyscraper ads on the side of the 
web site generally have the best impact. Focusing on popular sites within the Buffalo 
DMA will allow you to focus banner ads to potential applicants in the 19-25 year 
range.

The City Council of Pittsburgh finds that the commercial extraction of natural gas in the urban 
environment of Pittsburgh violates the rig hts o f residents and nei ghborhoods, and poses a significant threat to 
their health, safety, and welfare ef-residems-aiK^ighber^ widespread 
environmental and human health impacts have resulted from commercial gas extraction in other areas. 
Regulating the activity of commercial gas extraction automatically means allowing commercial gas extraction 
to occur within the City, thus violntin gJhc_rights of residents and neighbor hoods and e ndangerin g their hea lth. 
safety, and welfare by allowing the deposit of toxins into the air, soil, water, environment, and the bodies of 
residents within our City. 

Meaningful regulatory limitations and prohibitions concerning Marcellus Shale natural gas extraction, 
along with zoning and land use provisions, are barred because they conflict with certain legal powers claimed 
by resource extraction corporations. The City Council recognizes that environmental and economic 
sustainability cannot be achieved if the rights of municipal majorities are routinely overridden by corporate 
minorities claiming certain legal powers. The City Council also recogn i zes that susta inabilit y cannot be 
a chieved within a system of preemptio n which enables th o se corporations to u se s tate govern ments t o override 
local self- gove rnment, and which restric ts munici palities to o nly that lawmaking spe cificall y authorized by state 
govemment,- 

The City Council believes that the protection of residents, neighborhoods, and the natural environment 
constitutes the highest and best use of the police powers that this municipality possesses. The City Council also 
believes that local legislation that embodies the interests of the community is mandated by the doctrine of the 
consent of the governed, and the right to local, community self-government. Thus, the City Council hereby 
adopts this ordinance, which establishes a Bil l of Rights for the resi dents and commun iti es of the City, bans 
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commercial extraction of Marcel lus Shale natural gas within the City of Pittsburgh beca use that extraction 
cannot be achieved without violating the rights of residents and communities or endangering their health, safety.

Section 2— Definitions 

(a) "Natural Gas" shall mean any gaseous substance, either combustible or noncombustible, which is 
produced in a natural state from the earth and which maintains a gaseous or rarified state at standard 
temperature or pressure conditions, and/or gaseous components or vapors occurring in or derived from 
petroleum or natural gas. 

(b) "Extraction" shall mean the digging or drilling of a well for the purposes of exploring for, developing 
or producing natural gas or other hydrocarbons. 

(c) "Corporations," for purposes of this ordinance, shall include any corporation, limited partnership, 
limited liability partnership, business trust, or limited liability company organized under the laws of any 
state of the United States or under the laws of any country, and any other business entity that possesses 
State-conferred limited liability attributes for its owners, directors, officers, and/or managers. 

Section 3-- Statement s of Law -Rights of Pittsbur gh Residents and the Natural Environment 

(a) Right to Water . All residents, natural communities and ecosystems in Pittsburgh possess a fundamental 
and inalienable right to sustainably access, use, consume, and preserve water drawn from natural water 
cycles that provide water necessary to sustain life within the City. 

(b) Rights of Natural Communities . Natural communities and ecosystems, including, but not limited to, 
wetlands, streams, rivers, aquifers, and other water systems, possess inalienable and fundamental rights to 
exist and flourish within the City of Pittsburgh. Residents of the City shall possess legal standing to enforce 
those rights on behalf of those natural communities and ecosystems.

(a) Any person, corporation, or other entity that violates any prohibition of this Ordinance shall be guilty of 
a summary offense and, upon conviction thereof by a district justice, shall be sentenced to pay the maximum 
fine allowable under State law for that violation, and shall be imprisoned to the extent allowed by law. A 
separate offense shall arise for each day or portion thereof in which a violation occurs and for each section 
of this Ordinance found to be violated. 

(b) The City of Pittsburgh may also enforce this Ordinance through an action in equity brought in the Court 
of Common Pleas of Allegheny County. In such an action, the City of Pittsburgh shall be entitled to recover 
all costs of litigation, including, without limitation, expert and attorney's fees.

The foundation for the making and adoption of this law is the people's fundamental and inalienable right 
to govern themselves, and thereby secure their rights to life, liberty, and pursuit of happiness. Any attempts to 
use other units and levels of government to preempt, amend, alter, or overturn this Ordinance, or parts of this 
Ordinance, shall require the City Council to hold public meetings that explore the adoption of other measures 
that expand local control and the ability of residents to protect their fundamental and inalienable right to self- 
government. Such consideration may include actions to separate the municipality from the other levels of 
government used to preempt, amend, alter, or overturn the provisions of this Ordinance or other levels of 
government used to intimidate the people of the City of Pittsburgh or their elected officials. 

Section 8 — Severability 

The provisions of this Ordinance are severable. If any court of competent jurisdiction decides that any 
section, clause, sentence, part, or provision of this Ordinance is illegal, invalid, or unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect, impair, or invalidate any of the remaining sections, clauses, sentences, parts, or 
provisions of the Ordinance. The City Council of Pittsburgh hereby declares that in the event of such a decision, 
and the determination that the court's ruling is legitimate, it would have enacted this Ordinance even without 
the section, clause, sentence, part, or provision that the court decides is illegal, invalid, or unconstitutional. 

Section 9— Repealer 

AH inconsistent provisions of prior Ordinances adopted by the City of Pittsburgh are hereby repealed, 
but only to the extent necessary to remedy the inconsistency.

Re: Buffalo Fr aching Ordinance 

Introduction : Following Pittsburgh's adoption of an ordinance which establishes a Bill of 
Rights for Pittsburgh residents and then implements that Bill of Rights by banning natural gas 
extraction within the City, other municipalities have contacted the Legal Defense Fund for 
assistance in adopting similar ordinances. This Memorandum has been prepared for Buffalo City 
Council members, and delineates steps that should be taken if the ordinance is adopted within the 
City, to give municipal bans on fracking the best chance of being upheld by the courts. 

I. Amend th e Buffalo-Introduced Ordinance with New Provisions Which Strengthen 
the Pittsburgh- Version of the Ordinance. 

The Legal Defense Fund is constantly revising, updating, and strengthening its municipal 
ordinances. The Pittsburgh ordinance has already been revamped slightly, with some changes to 
the language in the introduction of the ordinance, as well as the addition of a "right to a 
sustainable energy future" within the Bill of Rights, which strengthens the foundation of the 
ordinance. A "track changes" version of those alterations, as well as a clean version of the 
ordinance, are available through the Legal Defense Fund. We urge the Buffalo City Council to 
adopt the strongest version of the ordinance, which is the revised version. 



II. Prepare to Become the Leading Munic ipality Advocating that Other New York 
Municipalities Adopt the Ordinance or a Similar Ordinance 

In addition to adopting the Pittsburgh ordinance unanimously, Pittsburgh City Councilmembers 
have lent their name to a letter which is being circulated to all other municipalities across the 
State. That letter urges them to support Pittsburgh's adoption of the ordinance, and urges them to 
adopt the ordinance within their municipality. Pittsburgh's actions, assuming a leadership 
position in explaining the ordinance to other municipalities, serves two primary purposes - the 
first is the recognition that strength lies in numbers (thus enabling other municipalities to move 
forward in tandem with Pittsburgh by adopting resolutions supporting Pittsburgh, as well as by 
adopting similar ordinances which qualify those municipalities to file amicus briefs in the event 
of litigation against Pittsburgh), and the second is to educate those elected officials about the 
impact that several legal doctrines have on limiting their authority to self-govern. It is the Legal 
Defense Fund's hope that not only will municipal pressure force the state legislature to act to 
permanently ban fracking, but that municipal pressure will peak in a generalized way to achieve 
greater self-government authority over a range of different issues. The Legal Defense Fund is 
available to provide drafting assistance for this project. 
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IIL Prepare to Suggest Leg is lation to the State Legislature that Would Authorize Local 
Referenda on Gas Drilling, if a Ban Ordinance has a Limited C hance of Success 
in the Leg islature. 

The Legal Defense Fund has drafted language for a Pennsylvania legislative amendment that 
would recognize municipal referenda, so that residents of Pennsylvania municipalities could 
choose to ban fracking within their municipality. If a statewide ban is not possible, liberating 
municipalities to ban fracking at the municipal level is the next logical step. It inserts a local 
control angle to banning frack operations, and thus, may attract greater legislative support. A 
similar piece of New York State legislation would need to be drafted, and the City Council of 
Buffalo should take the lead in gathering state legislators to get that legislation introduced and 
moving. Pittsburgh City Council members will be convening those gatherings of Pennsylvania 
legislators later this year. The Legal Defense Fund is available to assist with the drafting of that 
language. 



IV. Frame the Debate Around the Issue as one of the Rights of People and Communities 
Pitted Against the Rights of Fracking Corporations. 

The municipal ordinances prepared by the Legal Defense Fund are new civil rights ordinances. 
They represent the cutting edge of municipal and community activism in that they seek to 
recognize new and expanded civil and environmental rights for communities, and then enforce 
those rights by banning activities with violate them. The Pittsburgh Ordinance is primarily 
known as a "ban" ordinance, but the foundation of the ordinance is a recognition that Pittsburgh 
residents and communities possess certain rights, and that fracking cannot be carried out without 
violating those rights. That stance and format places the municipality in a better position 
tactically and strategically to argue that it has the authority to implement the ban, Framing it as a 
civil rights ordinance thus transcends the limited conversation about banning certain activities - 
turning the question from "does the municipality have the legal authority to ban this activity" to 
"does the community have the authority to expand the civil and environmental rights of its own 
residents, and then take action to prohibit those activities which inevitably violate those rights?" 
It's a much stronger stance for the municipality to take, and when talking about the ordinance, 
being clear about its foundation and structure is essential. The Legal Defense Fund is available 
for conversations and discussion focused on framing the issue for the media, other elected 
officials in Buffalo, and other municipalities.

Ordinance No. of 20 10 



Whereas, this ordinance establishes a Bill of Rights which recognizes and secures the civil and political 
rights of Buffalo residents; and 

Whereas, this ordinance then bans the commercial extraction of natural gas within the city because that 
extraction violates the civil rights of Buffalo residents, and because it threatens the health, safety, and welfare of 
residents and neighborhoods of Buffalo; and 

Whereas, this ordinance removes legal powers and authority from gas extraction corporations within the 
City, in recognition that those legal powers are illegitimate and unjust, in that they place the rights of those 
corporations over the rights and political authority of Buffalo residents; and 

Whereas, this Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as "Buffalo's Community Protection from 
Natural Gas Extraction Ordinance;" and 

Whereas, this Ordinance is enacted pursuant to the inherent right of the residents of the City of Buffalo 
to govern their own community, including, without limitation, the Declaration of Independence's declaration 
that governments are instituted to secure the rights of people, and the New York Constitution's recognition that 
"all power is inherent in the people." 

Section 1— Findings and Intent 

The City Council of Buffalo finds that the commercial extraction of natural gas in the urban 
environment of Buffalo violates the rights of residents and neighborhoods, and poses a significant threat to their 
health, safety, and welfare Moreover, widespread environmental and human health impacts have resulted from 
commercial gas extraction in other areas. Regulating the activity of commercial gas extraction automatically 
means allowing commercial gas extraction to occur within the City, thus violating the rights of residents and 
neighborhoods and endangering their health, safety, and welfare by allowing the deposit of toxins into the air, 
soil, water, environment, and the bodies of residents within our City. 

Meaningful regulatory limitations and prohibitions concerning Marcellus Shale natural gas extraction, 
along with zoning and land use provisions, are barred because they conflict with certain legal powers claimed 
by resource extraction corporations. The City Council recognizes that environmental and economic 
sustainabiiity cannot be achieved if the rights of municipal majorities are routinely overridden by corporate 
minorities claiming certain legal powers. The City Council also recognizes that sustainabiiity cannot be 
achieved within a system of preemption which enables those corporations to use state governments to override 
local self-government, and which restricts municipalities to only that lawmaking specifically authorized by state 
government. 

The City Council believes that the protection of residents, neighborhoods, and the natural environment 
constitutes the highest and best use of the police powers that this municipality possesses. The City Council also 
believes that local legislation that embodies the interests of the community is mandated by the doctrine of the 
consent of the governed, and the right to local, community self-government. Thus, the City Council hereby 
adopts this ordinance, which establishes a Bill of Rights for the residents and communities of the City, bans 
commercial extraction of Marcellus Shale natural gas within the City of Buffalo because that extraction cannot 
be achieved without violating the rights of residents and communities or endangering their health, safety, and 
welfare, , removes certain legal powers from gas extraction corporations operating within the City of Buffalo, 
and nullifies state laws, permits, and other authorizations which interfere with the rights secured by this 
ordinance . 
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Section 2— Definitions 



(a) "Natural Gas" shall mean any gaseous substance, either combustible or noncombustible, which is 
produced in a natural state from the earth and which maintains a gaseous or rarified state at standard 
temperature or pressure conditions, and/or gaseous components or vapors occurring in or derived from 
petroleum or natural gas. 

(b) "Extraction" shall mean the digging or drilling of a well for the purposes of exploring for, developing 
or producing natural gas or other hydrocarbons. 

(c) "Corporations," for purposes of this ordinance, shall include any corporation, limited partnership, 
limited liability partnership, business trust, or limited liability company organized under the laws of any 
state of the United States or under the laws of any country, and any other business entity that possesses 
State-conferred limited liability attributes for its owners, directors, officers, and/or managers. 

Section 3— Statem ents of Law - Rights of Buffalo Residents and the Natural Environment 

(a) Right to Water . All residents, natural communities and ecosystems in Buffalo possess a fundamental 
and inalienable right to sustainably access, use, consume, and preserve water drawn from natural water 
cycles that provide water necessary to sustain life within the City. 

(b) Rights of Natural Communities . Natural communities and ecosystems, including, but not limited to, 
wetlands, streams, rivers, aquifers, and other water systems, possess inalienable and fundamental rights to 
exist and flourish within the City of Buffalo. Residents of the City shall possess legal standing to enforce 
those rights on behalf of those natural communities and ecosystems. 

(c) Right to a Sustainable Energy Future, All residents, natural communities, and ecosystems in Buffalo 
possess a right to a sustainable energy future, comprised of the production and use of energy from 
renewable fuel sources. 

(c) Right to Self-Government . All residents of Buffalo possess the fundamental and inalienable right to a 
form of governance where they live which recognizes that all power is inherent in the people, that all free 
governments are founded on the people's authority and consent, and that corporate entities and their 
directors and managers shall not enjoy special privileges or powers under the law which make community 
majorities subordinate to them. 

(d) People as S overeign. The City of Buffalo shall be the governing authority responsible to, and governed 
by, the residents of the City. Use of the "City of Buffalo" municipal corporation by the sovereign people of 
the City to make law shall not be construed to limit or surrender the sovereign authority or immunities of the 
people to a municipal corporation that is subordinate to them in all respects at all times. The people at all 
times enjoy and retain an inalienable and indefeasible right to self-governance in the community where they 
reside. 

(e) Rights as Self-Executing. All rights delineated and secured by this ordinance shall be self-executing and 
these rights shall be enforceable against corporations and governmental entities. 

Section 4— Statements of Law - Prohibitions and Co r porate Legal . Privileges 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any corporation to engage in the extraction of natural gas within the City of 
Buffalo, with the exception of gas wells installed and operating at the time of enactment of this Ordinance. 

(b) Corporations in violation of the prohibition against natural gas extraction, or seeking to engage in 
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natural gas extraction shall not have the rights of "persons" afforded by the United States and New York 
Constitutions, nor shall those corporations be afforded rights under the 1 st or 5 fh amendments to the United 
States Constitution or corresponding sections of the New York Constitution, nor shall those corporations be 
afforded the protections of the commerce or contracts clauses within the United States Constitution or 
corresponding sections of the New York Constitution. "Corporations," for purposes of this ordinance, shall 
include any corporation, limited partnership, limited liability partnership, business trust, or limited liability 
company organized under the laws of any state of the United States or under the laws of any country, and 
any other business entity that possesses State-conferred limited liability attributes for its owners, directors, 
officers, and/or managers. 

(c) Corporations engaged in the extraction of natural gas shall not possess the authority or power to enforce 
State or federal preemptive law against the people of the City of Buffalo, or to challenge or overturn 
municipal ordinances adopted by the City Council of Buffalo, when that enforcement or challenge interferes 
with the rights asserted by this ordinance or interferes with the authority of the municipality to protect the 
health, safety, and welfare of its residents. 

(d) No permit, license, privilege or charter issued by any State or federal agency, Commission or Board to 
any person or any corporation operating under a State charter, or any director, officer, owner, or manager of 
a corporation operating under a State charter, which would violate the prohibitions of this Ordinance or 
deprive any City resident(s), natural community, or ecosystem of any rights, privileges, or immunities 
secured by this Ordinance, the New York Constitution, the United States Constitution, or other laws, shall 
be deemed valid within the City of Buffalo. 

Section 5 — Enforcement 

(a) Any person, corporation, or other entity that violates any prohibition of this Ordinance shall be guilty of 
a summary offense and, upon conviction thereof by a district justice, shall be sentenced to pay the maximum 
fine allowable under State law for that violation, and shall be imprisoned to the extent allowed by law. A 
separate offense shall arise for each day or portion thereof in which a violation occurs and for each section 
of this Ordinance found to be violated. 

(b) The City of Buffalo may also enforce this Ordinance through an action in equity brought in the Court of 
Common Pleas of Allegheny County. In such an action, the City of Buffalo shall be entitled to recover all 
costs of litigation, including, without limitation, expert and attorney's fees. 

(c) Any City resident shall have the authority to enforce this Ordinance through an action in equity brought 
in the Court of Common Pleas of Allegheny County. In such an action, the resident shall be entitled to 
recover all costs of litigation, including, without limitation, expert and attorney's fees. 

Section 6 — Effective Date and Existing PEP Permitholders 

This Ordinance shall be effective five (5) days after the date of its enactment, at which point the 
Ordinance shall apply to any and all commercial extractions of natural gas in Buffalo regardless of the date of 
any applicable DEP permits. 

Section 7 — People's Right to Self-Government 

The foundation for the making and adoption of this law is the people's fundamental and inalienable right 
to govern themselves, and thereby secure their rights to life, liberty, and pursuit of happiness. Any attempts to 
use other units and levels of government to preempt, amend, alter, or overturn this Ordinance, or parts of this 
Ordinance, shall require the City Council to hold public meetings that explore the adoption of other measures 
that expand local control and the ability of residents to protect their fundamental and inalienable right to self- 
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government. Such consideration may include actions to separate the municipality from.the other levels of 
government used to preempt, amend, alter, or overturn the provisions of this Ordinance or other levels of 
government used to intimidate the people of the City of Buffalo or their elected officials.

I called 311 on Friday to complain about the snow plowing. We dug out several times, and were plowed out once by a 
private contractor, ! was out shoveling all afternoon, the traffic was moving along just fine.

He left huge ruts on either side of the road, and just as traffic was 
picking up, everyone was getting stuck, i called to complain. A very short time later, several trucks and plows came 
down the street, to no avail. They reshuffled the snow, but did not get it out of the way. Now traffic was at a stand 
still. They made a solid wall , 3 ft high, into the street, beyond the parked cars. No one could park or get out of their 
driveways.

Acting Commissioner Iwanowicz has asked this office to respond to your letter regarding 
offensive odors emanating from Engineering Composites Incorporated (ECI), located at 
55 Roberts Avenue, Buffalo, New York. The Departments Division of Air staff has responded to 
complaints of noxious odors from residents in the vicinity of ECI. Staff inspected the facility on 
September 15, 2010 and issued a Notice of Violation (NOV) of 6NYCRR part 21 1.2 for creating 
an odor nuisance. 

ECI produces fiberglass reinforced plastic parts and was issued a registration to operate by this 
office on April 1 1 , 2007. The company has had an increase in production recently and 
consequently an increase in air emissions affecting the surrounding community. ECI hired a 
consultant to address the odors and has already made some changes to reduce air pollution 
impacts. This office is evaluating the changes and will work with ECI to insure that the 
community concerns are addressed.

and economic well-being of the City and its residents; and 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to sections 51 1-68.4 and 51 1-68.5 of the City Code, which pertain to the 
Clinton Street and Lovejoy Street Special Zoning Districts respectively, no use shall be permitted 
in these areas which is a use for dance halls, nightclubs, car washes, eating and drinking 
establishments, take-out food places, tattoo parlors, billiard parlors and amusement arcades, 
except if a restricted use permit has been issued pursuant to section 51 1-55 of the City of Buffalo 
Code; and 

WHEREAS, Many of the same concerns which necessitated the creation of the Clinton Street 
and the Lovejoy Street Special Zoning Districts currently exist on Genesee Street, between 
Bailey Avenue & the City's municipal boundary with the Town of Cheektowaga, and on E. 
Delavan Avenue, between Bailey Avenue & the City's municipal boundary with the Town of 
Cheektowaga; and 

WHEREAS, The creation of the Clinton Street and the Lovejoy Street Special Zoning Districts 
has contributed to the stabilization of these areas and their continued viability as sound 
residential, commercial and cultural areas of the City, and the creation of a similar Special 
Zoning District for Genesee Street, between Bailey Avenue & the City's municipal boundary 
with the Town of Cheektowaga, and for E. Delavan Avenue, between Bailey Avenue & the 
City's municipal boundary with the Town of Cheektowaga, would likely have a similar positive 
effect; and 

WHEREAS, If a new Genesee-East Delevan Special Zoning District were to be created, the 
inclusion of "general merchandise stores" and "private clubs" to the list of restricted uses, which

WHEREAS, With Buffalo's notoriously snowy weather and dense urban fabric, many 
residents and businesses rely upon Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses to clear snow 
from their properties out of safety concerns and in order to facilitate travel; and 

WHEREAS, Those who work in the Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses typically 
operate as private contractors that remove snow from driveways, pathways, sidewalks 
and parking lots for a fee; and 

WHEREAS, Although the vast majority of those who work in the Plowing and Snow 
Removal Businesses are reliable, dependable and fair in dealing with their customers, 
each year Council members receive numerous complaints about unscrupulous Plowing 
and Snow Removal Businesses that have been paid large up-front fees to provide service 
for the Winters season, only to fail to complete the promised work and not be heard from 
again; and 

WHEREAS, A strategy that is commonly employed by unscrupulous Plowing and 
Snow Removal Businesses to pressure residents and businesses to enter into seasonal 
contracts is the offering of steep discounts to customers who will pay them in cash or 
who make large, up-front, down payments; and 

WHEREAS, Buffalo has a large population of senior citizens and disabled persons, 
many of whom lack the strength and mobility to shovel or otherwise remove snow from 
their properties on their own, who are especially likely to be targeted by unscrupulous 
Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses; and 

WHEREAS, When a Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses fails to deliver on their 
promised services, it is often difficult for scammed customers to track them down and 
obtain the services they paid for, obtain a refund, or seek legal redress. This is true for a 
variety of reasons, including the fact that some unscrupulous operators cease their 
operations or change their business names once the winter season ends, agreements for 
their services are often verbal in nature and payment is based upon cash transactions, 
many customers are desperate to have snow removed and hire operators without 
obtaining references or comparative shopping, and many operators are not licensed 
businesses at all, but rather individuals who own snow removal equipment for personal 
use and are looking to pick up some extra money "on the side;" and 

WHEREAS, Even if an unscrupulous Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses can be 
identified and tracked down, customers who have been "ripped-off ' are often reluctant to 
come forward out of embarrassment, fear of reprisal, and/or lack of resources or 
sophistication to pursue legal redress; and 



WHEREAS, It is the City and this Common Council's responsibility to safeguard 
Buffalo's businesses, property owners and citizens, particularly those such as the elderly 
and disabled who are especially likely to be targeted by unscrupulous Plowing and Snow 
Removal Businesses; and 

WHEREAS, Mandating that Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses obtain a license 
before providing their service to customers in Buffalo is one way that the Common 
Council could proactively protect residents, property owners and businesses from 
unscrupulous Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses and ensure that such businesses are 
held accountable for their actions. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, 

That the Common Council does hereby respectfully request that the Department of Law 
begin drafting an ordinance that shall require all Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses 
that operate in the City of Buffalo to obtain a Plowing and Snow Removal Businesses 
License, and furthermore requests that such ordinance be filed with all possible 
expedience to allow for timely review and action by this Common Council; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED 

That the Common Council does hereby request that the City Clerk forward a copy of this 
resolution to the Department of Law, the Department of Permits and Inspections, and the 
Department of Public Works for their review and comments, which shall be in writing 
and filed with the City Clerk.

Based upon the City 
of Buffalo Comptroller's recommended debt limits, the 201 1 Capital Budget consists of $22.4 
million in funding for City of Buffalo projects and $4.9 million for Buffalo Public Schools 
projects. 

recommendations of the Citizens Planning Council (CPC). My administration is greatly 
appreciative of the difficult task performed by the CPC in evaluating more than $78 million in 
requests. As evidenced by the attached budget, I have adhered closely to the recommendations 
of the CPC. 

My recommended Capital Budget contains a wide variety of capital improvement projects with 
more than $2.89 million in funding for City Parks including the Olmsted Parks and historic 
Broderick Park. This funding is necessary given the County of Erie's decision to return 
management of the parks to the City of Buffalo. The remainder of the City's $22.4 million in 
capital funding is highlighted by:
